Claims 4 - 9, 23 - 27, and 43 - 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C- § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Morel et al. (U.S. 5,094,268). 

Claims 10, 1 1, 28, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Morel et al. (U.S. 5,094,268). 

Claims 52 - 55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Morel et 
al. (U.S. 5,094,268). 

Claims 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Morel 
et al. (U.S. 5,094,268) in view of Fenwick et al. (U.S. 4,570,675).
